SCARED OUT. 


The Owner of the Ethelwynn M utlned 


• nd Lost the Itacr. 


Center Island. L. I.. Sept, 2C.-The third 


race In the Scawanhaka club's Interna- 
tional challenge for small boats sailed to- 
day, resulted In a handsome victors' for 
Spruce IV., the challenger. Owner C. J. 
Field wttljjjrew Blhcl»ynn, the Amerl- 
c-"> defender, at the end of six miles, half 
the distance. As far as the contest was 
competitive, the English half-rater was 
a winner by nearly1 nine minutes, being 
handsomely sailed tn a wind that made 
yachts like the 40-tfoot Norota put a 
double reef in her mainsail in order to 
travel comfortably, while viewing the 
work of the tiny fighters which were toss- 
ed llko cockle shells In the rollers kicked 
up by the strong southwesterly brectc. 
The wind during tho first half of the 
course, which was to leeward, &nd then 
to windward, three miles each leg, twice 
round, w^s of 12 ,»nd 15 knots velocity. 


On reaching Center Island buoy. 8 min- 


utes and 68 seconds after Spruce IV. 
started on the second run to leeward. 
Ethelwynn was sailed up to the commit- 
tee boat and Mr. Field declared his with- 
drawal against the protest of his skipper, 
Capt. Ball, and the advle* of the Ethel- 
*ynn'» designer, Mr. 'W. P. «5i«phens. who 
w«* acting as the American representa- 
tive on the Onleda, 
Mr. Field when asked by a United Press 


reoresentatlvc the reason for his with- 
drawal, snld: "It Is no fit place out here 
for small boats like these, and I don't 
propose, to risk my precious life for any 
Cup that might be won. I -wish to say, 
also, that I pull out against the wish and 
ndvlcr of my sallmnster, Mr. Hall, and 
this should be said plainly that he may 
be placed right In the matter." 
Later It appeared that from the time 


the. outer mark' was turned ' there was 
mutiny on the Ethelwynn. Capt. Hall ex- 
plained the facts as follows: 


"•My crew, composed of Mr. Field, who 


Is 'also Ethclwynn's owner, was practi- 
cally In a state ,of funk as soon an we 
began the windward work. Of course I 
swore, at him In true shipmaster fashion, 
but when In his dual character of ship- 
owner and chew he persisted In throwing 
.tho boat Into the wind by letting fly the 
Jib sheet at each heavy'puff, thus ren- 
dering the rudder useless, the skipper was 
powerless to keep the bo.it In her course 
ut der this condition of things with ft crow 
that was not oven tractable as ballast, 
tho only thing left was withdrawal."

Havana, Sept. 20.—Tnc follov'vlng are the 


particulars of tho accident off Kl Morro, 
Cuba, on Wednesday, when the Spanish 
war vessel Sanchez Barcii''cgui sank-.. _ 


Tho Sanchez Barcalztegul i»ft tha nay 


of Havana with Admiral Manuel Delailo 
Y Parejo and, his staff. He »«.s about 
to make a. clroular cruise around the Is- 
land. She cleared from her moorinca at 
11-30 on Wednesday nigh:. Meet-ing for 
the na.iow channel leading to the open 
Kea. She was under easy steam or half 
fpecd. when the lockout noticed a red 
and white light on the signal .-tntlon nt 
the intrance to thi harbor. Indicating 
that a steamer was standni; In for the 
entrance of Kl Canal cr channel. 
She 


was steaming In from the northeast end 
of tho island. She was only two cable 
lengths away (six hundred feet.> Instant- 
ly Cnpt. Ibnncz of tl.e Sarchci C.ii\a!zte^
